Col. J. It. Btnbbs, After » Long and Vie 


* 
lul life, paiBes Away. 


Dr. J. E. Stnbbs veceived a telegram 


yesterday morning: bearing .-the sac 
news of the death of his aged father 
Colonel J. D. Stnbbs, -which, oconrec 
yesterday morning at the family bom 
in Ashland, Ohio. Although his death 
was not unexpected, the news came as 
a shock to Dr. Stabbs and, as he re 
viewed in his mind, the active and use- 
ful life of his father, and, as the sac 
parting of a few weeks.ago at the .old 
home, came to him as though all were 
the happenings of .a few;.hoars before 
and the fact that he waa so far away 
and could not be near to help console 
the loved ones at home, made it doubly 
hard for the doctor to bear. 


Colonel J. D. Stubbs had been ser 


iously ill for some time, and it will be 
remembered that only a few weeks ago 
the doctor accompanied 
by. bis two 


brothers from San Francisco, hastened 
east to be near their father. The latter 
rallied and improved somewhat, so he 
bade his boys to return to their duties. 
With sad hearts they spoka their fare 
well, fully believing that they were 
saying good bye to him for the last 
time. When they .left" home he was 
quite comfortable, and continued so 
for some day?, but it was apparent that 
he could not long' survive, The many 
friends of Dr. Stnbbs will join the 
JOUBNAL in expressions of sympathy 
in his hour of sadness. 


Colonel J. D. Stnbbs was born Janu- 


ary 6,1820 in the village of Middletown 
Dauphin county, Pennsylvania, and 
was nearly 79 years of age at his death, 
having nearly completed his four score 
years of active and a well spent, life. 
He waa a self-made man in the true 
seuse of the term, having left school 
at the age of tsu years and in bis 
fifteenth year was apprecticwd to the 
firm of 
Spear & Beistle, furnituro 


manufacturers, at Wooater, Ohio. He 
finished his trade and in 1839 moved to 
Londotisville, Ohio, snd engaged iu the 
furniture business for himself. 
In 


18dO he was married to Mary Jaue Gray, 
daughter of Bev. Daniel Gray, a well 
known and highly esteemed Methodist 
Episcopal Minister of 
Wooster. [u 


1843 
he removed with his family to 


Ashland, where he has resided since. 


Being of a^studious mind and with a 


view of self-improvement, he took up 
the study of law, and was admitted to 
practice. 
Subsequently he studied 


theology, and was made a Minister of 
the Methodist church. For a number 
of years he was engaged in the boot 
and shoe trade with Joseph Wassoo, 
under the firm name of Wasson & 
Stubbs. 


At the outbreak of the late rebell- 


ion and in response to the call of Gov- 
ernor Dennison for volunteers, he 
offered his services and was accepted 
and commissioned a Lieutenant aud 
•egimental Quartermaster of the Forty- 
second Ohio Volunteer Infantry, at the 
organization of that regiment, under 
Colonel James A. Garfleld and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel L. A. Sheldon. 
He 


sarved with this regiment nntilNovem- 
Der, 1862, when he was commissioned 
Japtain and Assistant Quartermaster 
'or meritorious services aud ordered to 
report to General Garfield at Washing- 
ion City. Shortly after, he was ordered 
to report to General Rosecrans, and 
was assigned to duty at Nashville, 
Tenn. 
In 1864 he was ordered to 


establish a depot at Johnsonville, on 
.he Tennessee river, where he remained 
until March, 1865, when he was trans- 
ferred to the Department of North and 
South Carolina, and assigned to duty 
t Baleigh.'N. O. He was shortly after- 
ward made the superintendent of miii- 
;ary railroads with headquarters at 
Newborn, .North Carolina, and con- 
;inued in that responsible poaiti'm 
until the roads were transferred to 
.heir owners. 


As a recognition of his services dur- 
ng this time, Captain Stabbs was 
breveted Lieutenant Colonel 
aud • in 


866 was assigned to duty, with this 
rank, as Chief Quartermaster of the 
Department of the South- 


In 1867, Colonel Stubbs was appointed 


,o duty in charge of locating and im- 
proving the soldiers cemeteries in the 
various Southern States. Under his 
direction cemeteries were established 
at Newburn, Baleigb, Saulsbnrry and 
Wilmington, N. C., and at Florence 
and Fort Royal, S. C. The cemeteries 
at Marrietta and Andersonville were 
improved. He was occupied at this 
work for seven years. • 


He was a man of tireless energy, 


public spirited in all things and as is 
evidenced by the above sketch of his 
ife, from early boyhood until he had 
•eaohed almost his four score years, 
he led an active and energetic life, 
doing good for his fellowman and 
wherever his duty called as a soldier, 
officer or citizen, there he was IQ be 
found aiding by his knowledge, experi- 
ence and energy every 
good work 


which iu the course of bis life became 
a part of his mission. Hia service to 
his country as an efficient officer leaves 
behiud him an honorable record and-in 
his business and private life as a citi- 
;en, none but words of praise and of the 
sighBst esteem pan be spoken. He will 
be remembered by many iu this city, 
ae. having spent the winter of 1894-5 
here with the doctor, 


He was the fathpr of four sqns and 


iwo daughters, all of them living ex- 
cept the youngest SOD, William M, G. 
Stubbs, formerly agent of the Standard 
Oil Company, who died at Sacramento 
in November 1886. 
The eldest daugh- 


ter is the wife of J. L, Doiland, of Ash- 
land. The second daughter, Mias Mary 
N. Stnbbs hai been, until recently, a 
teacher in the Cleveland, Ohio, public 
schools, having been called home ow- 
ing to her father's illness.

I/CTIONS. 


The resolutions regarding the Span- 


iards and Cubans introduced by the 
Foreign Relations Committees of the 
Senate and House differ somewhut. 
The majority of the Senate Committee 
reported the following resolutions: 


First—The people of Cuba are and 


by right ought to be free and independ- 
ent. 


Second—It IB the duty of the United 


States to demand and this Government 
does demand that the Government of 
Spain at once relinquish its authority 
and government in Cuba and withdraw 
its land and naval forces from Cuba 
and from Cuban waters. 


Third—The President IB hereby di 


rected and empowered to nse the en 
tire naval and land forces of the United 
States and to call into active service 
the militia of the States to such an ex- 
tent as may be necessary to carry these 
resolutions into effect. 


The minority of the oenate commit- 


tee, namely: Foraker, Morgan, Turpie, 
Miles and Daniels, concurred in the 
majority report, but favor the imme 
diate recognition of Cuba as organized 
in that island, aa a free, independent 
and sovereign power among the nations 
of the earth. 
Foraker contends that 


anything short of recognition of the 
independence of Cuba would be merely 
conquest of territory, and several Sen 
ators held that unless the independ 
ence of Cuba ia recognized, the Uuitec 
Stages, by intervening, would make 
itself liable for all tbe debts for wbml 
Cuban revenues are pledged. 


Tbe House Committee on Foreign 


Relations introduced majority and 
minority resolutions. 
The majority 


resolved: 


That the President is hereby author 


ized and directed to intervene at once

It haabeen apparently definitely se 


tied that under the quarantine regala 
tions now in force no cattle from th 
infected districts of Oalifoinia or 
any other State, will be permitted 
enter Nevada except in transit by ra 
under quarantine restrictions. Thi 
will keep diseased cattle off Nevad 
ranges and our stockmen will have fre 
access to the markets east and wes 
aa Nevada ia not in the infected dia 
triots.

against the removal of sheep, howeve: 
and there is danger of the State bein 
overstocked

Thousands of sheep have been brough 
into the State this Spring and arrang 
ments are being made at present t 
bring twenty or thirty thousand hea 
from the Channel Islands off the coae 
of Santa Barbara to Nevada. It ap 
pears that there is no law that pro 
hibits the importation of healthy shee 
from any part of the country, but th 
Act of the Legislature of 1893, to pre 
vent the dissemination of contagion 
diseases among sheep, makes it th 
doty of the several Boards of Count 
Commissioners, upon the petition 
two or more sheep owners, to appoin 
an inspector of sheep for their respect 
ive counties. Tbe inspectors so ap 
pointed are empowered to examia 


heep from 'other States and Territories 


b tbe State line, and tbe owner of the 
jeep mnet obtain a certificate from 
IB inspector that the sheep are free 
rom all infectious or contagious dis- 
ases before crossing the boundary 
ne of tbe State. Severe penalties are 
rescribed for tbe violation of the Act 
nd as it ie in tbe power of the several 
ountiea to enforce it they should see 
3at the ranges are not crowded with 
mported sheep. 
„ 


Tbe present season is unusually dry 
nd the indications are that it will con- 
inus so daring the summer. Stock- 
men say there will be no surplus feed 
xoept on a few ranges from which 
he stock has been sold. An influx of 
arge flocks of sheep from other States 
will, therefore, instead of increasing 
axable property, decrease it, SB not 
inly the imported, bnt tbe native 
heep will suffer from the soarcity-of 
eed, as will also cattle, and we may 
have a repetition of 1889-90, when there 
was a loss of 50 per cent of cattle and 
heep from starvation. The sheep in- 
flux is now as dangerous to the State 
as raising the cattle quarantine would 
be and is liable to result as disastrously 
,o the live stock interests.

south with its connection three hundred am. 
fifty miles, and also of the N, C. & O. R. R 
extending north eighty miles. It is the seat 
of the Slate University, of the State Hospita 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. 
At the general election o 


1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. 
Its assessed valua- 


tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745, 
890 which was upon a low and very conserva- 
tive basis of valuation. 
Its total bonded in- 


debtedness from all sources is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hum, red dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors 'o issue if-, bonds in a sura not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric ligh 
works. A special election was called by the 
City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the ci y voted in favoi 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum o 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant bj 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con 
stitutionahty of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficienc) 
of the special election held on Octobei 7 
1897, 
was questioned. On the 23rd day o 


February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in the action 
in which it si-stained the constitutionality o 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, 
The City 


Council is authorized hy law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the principal 
hy either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light chaiges against users or by 
both.

Marriage' in primitive times wa» no 


family or personal arrangement; trat an' 
institution of the community. If y?e 
realize this, many hitherto unexplained 
customs connected with it become at 
once of significance. 
The members of 


primitive communities were boond to- 
gether by common interests and duties; 
every member of a clan was bound to 
consider the rights of his fellow and to 
assist him even -to bis own hurt. 
Aid 


and succor -were indispensable for com- 
munal necessities, therefore Qbe' mar- 
riage of a son or a daughter In every 
small commonwealth was a matter for 
public consideration. The first step that 
led to matrimony in those remote times 
was to capture n wife or to purchase a 
wile. In this tbe whole tribe assisted, 
and then joined as of right in the fes- 
tivities that gradually grew round tho 
marriage ceremony. In short, i^ those 
days tbe individual was ignoied arid 
had no existence save as one of a group 


Surely we may consider that this led 


to the necessity for the lord of the man- 
ors sanction to his tenants' marriage in 
feudal times, the lords of the manor iu 
the middle ages having appropriated to 
themselves many of the rights of the 
tribal authorities of primitive times. In 
feudal times no girl could be married to 
any one out of tho manor without tbe 
good will of the lord of the soil, and an 
beirossconld not be married at all with- 
out his'consent. In some instances fines 
had to be paid by the bride's father, or 
whoever stood to her in the place of a 
father, for leave to give her in marriage 
to a stranger.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Coffee M B Medicine. 


It ia said that the first use of coffee 


by man was made by the prior of a con- 
vent. He was told by a goatherd of the 
exciting effects of the berries when eaten 
by his goats, so he thought he would 
try them and see if he could not keep 
bis mocks awake during what should 
have been their vigils. He succeeded 
admirably and brought coffee into the 
•way of earning its worldwide reputa- 
tion. The most nctivo-principlo of coffee 
is caffein, It contains also certain oils, 
which no doubt have a share in its ac- 
tion. Many years ago a claim was made 
that green, or nnroasted, berries had 
great value in liver and kidney trou- 
bles. 


One enthusiast prefers a mixture of 


two parts Mocha and one part Marti- 
nique and Isle de Bourbon coffee. He 
puts about three drams of this in a 
tumbler of cold water and lets them 
strain and infuse overnight The nest 
morning, after straining, the infusion 
is taken on an empty stomach the firs 
thing after getting up. This medioa. 
authority cites many cases of kidney 
and liver colics, diabetes, nervous head- 
aches, etc,, which, though rebellions in 
all other treatment for years, soon yield 
ed to the green coffee infusion. The 
remedy is a very simple one and wel' 
worthy of a trial. Another use of coffee 
medicinally'is in nausea and retching. 
For that purpose a strong infusion ia 
made of the berries which have been 
ground and •roasted, and it is sippet 
while very hot.—New York'Ledger. 


That Don't Hatch. 


I have been experimenting lately on 


tbe eggs from certain hens to find out i 
there is any great difference in tbe waj 
they batch, their vitality, etc., ant 
have been greatly interested in the dls 
coveries. The eggs from the abnormally 
fat hens seldom hatch. The chicken 
usually dies on or about the twelfth day 
of incubation. 
When an egg hatches a 


day or two in advance of time, one nsu 
ally concludes that it was quite fresh 
when put in, but I now find that it is 
the eggs from the active and mos 
healthy bens that break the shell first. 


Five eggs from a little game hen 


which were all oyer 5 days nld, were 
the first to hatch.' Invariably the egg 
from the sleepy, lazy hen hatches late, 
Out of 27 hens whose eggs I experi 
merited with J found two quite sterile, 
They both lay fine, large eggs of gooc 
shape and shell, but, though I rnusi 
have tried quite a dozen of their eggs, 
not one has ever had a sign of a chick 
en. I have even mated them with differ 
ent roosters, but without avail, and, 
strange to say, they are the worst" tem- 
pered hens in the yard, always quarrel 
ling and beating the others.—fanciers 
Gazette.

WHAT'S THE TIME? 


When Yon Ask, Tell Which of the Sli 


Kinds Von Mean. 


, There are few questions more fre- 
quently put than " What time is it? 
"Can yon tell me the true time?" A 
stickler for exactitude might reply: 
"What kind of'time do yon mean? Do 
you mean solar or sidereal time? Ap 
parent time or mean time? Local time 
or standard time?" There ore all these 
six kinds of time, not to speak of others. 
It is only within the last two genera- 
tions—within, indeed, tbe reign of our 
sovereign, Queen Victoria—that the sub- 
ject of the differences of most of these 
binds of time has become of pressing 
importance to any but theorists. In one 
of the pnblio gardens of Paris a little 
cannon is set up with a burning glasa 
attached to it in such a manner that tbe 
sun itself fires the cannon as it reaches 
the meridian. 
This, of course, is the 


time of Paris noon—apparent noon, but 
it would be exceedingly imprudent of 
any traveler through Paris who wished, 
aay, to catch the 1 o'clock express to 
set his watch by the gun, for if it hap- 
pened to be iu February he would find 
when he reached the railway station 
that tho station clock was faster than 
the gun by nearly a fall quarter of an 
hour and that his train had gone, whilo 
toward the end of October or the begin- 
ning of November he wonld find himself 
as much too soon. 


Until machines for accurately meas 


tiring time were invented, apparent 
time—time, that is to say, given by tbe 
sun itself, as by a sundial—was the 
only time about which men knew or 
cared But when reasonably good clocks 
and watches were made it was very 
soon seen that at different times in the 
year there was a marked difference be- 
tween tbe Bundial time and that shown 
by the clock—tbe reason being simply 
that the apparent rate of motion of tbe 
Bun across tho sky was not always quite 
tha same, while the movement of the 
•look was, of course, as regular as it 
oonld be made.—Leisure Hour.
